of the senate developed three distinct 
sensations. Most important of these 
was the presentation by Mr. Sherman 
of a letter from Minister Rodriguez, 
the representative of the Greater Re- 
public of Central America (including 
Nicaragua), in eifect protesting against 
the execution cf the Niearaguan canal 
project Ly the L'nited States under the 
concession granted in 1SS7 to the Nic- 
araguan Canal company. 


As the bill for this pvpose was 


about u^be voted on by tlir senate, the 
appeal anee of the letter created con- 
sternation among its friends. 


Mr. Morgan, its chief supporter, at 


once declared that the letter was in- 
spired by Great Britain, who sought 
to drive the United States from the 
isthmus by using the Central Ameri- 
cas as a cntspaw. He asserted that 
Minister Rodriguez had come here to 
execute such a plan, and that it was 
an open threat against American con- 
trol of the canal. 


Senator VUas declared that it struck 


a death blow to the o.iual project pro- 
posed by the pending bill. 


Earlier in the day the senate unex- 


pectedly 
found itself discussing the 


new 
Anglo-American treaty. While 


the treaty itself has been released, all 
disci'ssion of it is restricted to exec- 
utive sess'ons.

Tbe answer was n 
compliment, to which Mr. Beecbcr 
laugbiuply referred as the only tribute 
ever paid to him by a slave owuer.

In St Nicholas, Gertrude P. Gre- 


ble has a story of frontier life called

Danny 
took heart, settled himself in the 
saddle and put the Major into a 
smart canter, holding the reins firm- 
ly and trying to recall the corporal's 
instructions while he rode, thinking 
with an ever recurring pang of his 
friend's condition, happy that the 
distance to the necessary succor was 
diminishing so rapidly and totallj 
forgetful of tbe anxiety which had 
agitated the veteran before the ac- 
cident that had separated them.

minutes of tranquil riding, as the 
Major galloped along tbe edge of 
the timfcer which fringed the bluff, 
there was a loud crackling and

to breed froai, acd the laying qualities 
can bs improved by sitting oaly fpps 
from bens that are known to b« the best 
layers. Ou seme farms whcro this course 
has been followed year after year the 
fowls have greatly increased in size ard 
rival the Leghorns and Hum burgs in 
egg production. 


'Iii oue c.-» 
B9 which came under my 


observation, in five ypars from tba ticie 
when the improving process commenced, 
the averape egg product from the hens 
had increased onfi-th;rd aud the aver- 
age weight in the saice proportion. In 
that time uo 'fresh' blood had been in- 
troduced into the fleck. Tbe improve- 
ment was wholly due to food, care unri 
selection of die best each year. Of 
course the game results could bereachfd 
in two years with thoroughbred roost- 
ers, but tbo womisii who hud these hens 
didn't have the thoroughbred roosters 
nor the money to bny them, yet she 
went ahead and did the best she could 
with the fowls she bad, aud her best 
was very good indeed. It is a fact that 
tbe third winter after her work of im- 
provement eorumenced her heus laid 
more epgs than auy other flock in the 
neighborhood, and (here were some 
thorougbred flocks among her neighbors. 


"If size bo your object, select year 


largest co;i:mou hens and mate them 
with a rooster of some of tbe larger 
breeds; if you desire a better egg pro- 
duction, select tbe hens you know to to 
the best layers, and for any other spe- 
cial purpose select males that possess 
tbe qualities which you desire. Chick- 
ens from these crosses will be 'half 
blood' and much superior to common 
fowls. The next ye::> mate tbe half 
Creed pullets to pure cooks and keep the 
best of the pullets from this cross for 
breeding stoek the third year. 


"In this way always keep your best 


bens and pullets each year, and- by 
using only thoroughbred cocks you will 
fn a few years have a flock of fowls 
that for all practice! purposes will be 
just as good as though you had started 
out. with thoroughbreds."

market price is 12 reutK per pound she 
will briug 34 cents owing to her superi- 
or quality, hnt allowing 1234 cents per 
pound s'twi will bring $1.

to this choicest fat fowls. Tho poor hen 
weighing rriv pounds will not soil for 
more than 10 cents per pound. Thus it 
will be xpcn that by expending 10 cniit.s 
for food and making a ht'ti vory fat, not 
only is tho oxpenditnre fnr tho food rn- 
tunieri, hutthe profit in also much larger. 
In fa<*t, by iucreusiug the weight and 
improving ilie quality tho value of tbe 
hen is warlv doulik-d in two weo-s.

growing,with itsyellow coloring, climb- 
ing habits and claims of hardiness. Pe- 
ter Lambert, tbe German rosarian, is 
the originator. This new rose—Aglaia, 
or Yellow Rambler—is reported to have 
withstood unprotected aud without in- 
jury a continued temperature of from 
zero to 2 degrees below, and, although 
it has not yet been fully enough tested 
to know positively about its capability 
for undergoing still lower temperatures, 
yet there is uo reason to think that it 
will not also withstand a much greater 
degree of cold. In any event, it is be- 
lieved that with very little protection 
iu winter the yellow climber will do 
well anywhere that other roses succeed. 


In producing the Yellow Ram bier Mr. 


Lambert selected for "tbe mother" the 
Japanese. Polyautha sarnjeiuosn. a wild 
rose native to Japan and a vigorous, 
hardy climber. Flowers of this Polyan- 
tha sarmeutosa wera then fertilized 
with pollen of a yellow rose called Reve 
d'Or, which, on account of its having 
somewhat greater hardiness than most 
yellow roses, was a suitable variety for 
the purpose. The seed resulting from 
this hybridizing was planted, and the 
Aglaia, or Yellow Rambler, is the result 
It is interesting to note that there is a 
very strong probability of blood rela- 
tionship between the Y*llow Rambler 
and the Crimson Rambler. There is con- 
siderable similarity in foliage, habit of 
growth and manner of blooming. The 
flowers of the Yellow Rambler are borne 
in trusses, like those of tbe Crimson 
Rambler, and are very sweetly fragrant 
and last a long time without fading. 


Taking everything into consideration, 


the Yellow Rambler certainly gives 
promise of being an important and val- 
uable addition to our list of roses. 


Pinching House Burnt*. 


A geranium, if left alone, will grow 


up loose, straggling and perhaps mis- 
shapen. Properly trained, it might grow 
up into a round, handsome, well bal- 
anced plant. Tbe secret of a good shape 
in a plant lies in "pinching." Pinchine 
a plant means to squeeze or pinch off 
between thumb and fluger the tender, 
growing tip of a growing stem on the 
plant. The immediate effect seems to be 
an injury. The plant appears to stop 
growing. It is checked for a day or 
two, but- the ultimate result is a great 
gain to the plaut Tbe single stem be- 
comes a double or quadruple. The plant 
becomes many branched. Pinching is a 
fine art It enables the plant lover to 
train uLd guide his .plants into fino 
shapes. It makes stronger and better 
plants nud increases the crop of flowers 
and fruits, says The American Agricul- 
turist.

How tike- Breaking Down of the Arch It 


Remedied by a Steal Strip. 


Despite the fact tiii'.t ih<? beauty of a 


well arched foot is much appreciated by 
people of an artistic turn o! mind, has 
been sung frequently by poets and vewe- 
rnakers, there has been nnnl lately lit- 
tle interest, from a scientific point oi 
view, taken in its diree£ opposite—the 
flatfoot. In a great number of instances 
flat feet are the occasion of considerable 
keen suffering, generally resulting from 
tbe breaking dowu of tbo urch—that is, 
the displacement of Bonifrcf'.he many 
little bones of the foot either from 
overstrain or souie disease of the muscu- 
lar structure. As tbft -weight of the body 
constantly rests upon the foot, tlmre it 
no opportunity for the bones to get back 
to their, proper places. 


Tbe result is that these little bones 


keep rubbing against each other, aud 
the pain gets more and more severe. 
Commonly the person afflicted in this 
way thinks thac be or she has rheuma- 
tism and lets it go at that. Until re- 
cently the only remedy was-a ste«l soled 
shoe that was clumsy and heavy. The 
new device is interesting. It is an "in- 
sole, " curved to fit the foot, made of a 
bent strip of steel and acting as a spring. 
It ia covered either with leather or with 
vulcanized rubber to prevent rusting, 
Mid, needing no fastening, but simply 
to be placed iu position, it can ba 
changed from one- shoo to another at 
will. 


In. position it acts sitr.ply as a sup- 


port, literally holding up tho bones uud 
giving them an opportunity to slip back 
into their proper places. \VhiIo nny "in- 
sole" of the approximate shape will 
give relief, the best results are reached 
only when one is especially mude from 
a cast or impressioii c* the foot. A great 
proportiou of the people troubled with 
flat feet come from the north of Euro<>(3, 
many of them from the lowlands of GIT- 
rnauy. The inhabitants of th« «onth or 
Europe, strangely enough, arc suMom 
tronbled witb auythiug of th« sort. 
Their insteps, especially in tho case of 
wcn-eu, arc nearly always highly arched 
and finely formed. —New York Tribuau.

The thorns aud 
pi i.-t les of plants and trees were un- 
doubtedly iiatemled by nature to prottct 
them from animals, bat that is BO rea- 
son why tiiey should bo con tinned for 
generation after generation on tbe cul- 
tivated varieties. The p:irdencr bus no 
liced for ll. iu. aud. for that matter, tlie 
trees and sijrabs have none either. 


Oar dorrestirated peats and apples 


wera all deiived from the thorny, wild 
varieties, aud pomologists have succeed- 
ed in riddit.,; them cf these spikes and 
prickles by careful culture and selec- 
tion. 
Oranges and lemons have cot 


been cultivated in this conntry as suc- 
cessfully as pears and apples, and many 
of them are very thorny. The wild and 
sour orange trees of Florida are bris- 
tling with thorns, as is also the hi^h 
priced king orance, one of tho best of 
the mandarins. The wild lemon trees -f 
Florida are so thorny that growers ques- 
tion t'le aa\i-abi.jty of grafting tho fi^e 
La Frjince lemons on them. 


Ju Florida, bowuver, the thorns of 


the orange :iud lemon trees ba\e been 
greaily reduced Ly selecting butis frorl 
branches with the fewest thorns, and 
by coiitinuHig this process year after 
year the sh:.rp spikes disappear. In Cal- 
iforuiu iieaiiy all of the craneo trees are 
thorulesp—not naturally, bat as the re- 
sult of cultivation and sekcticn. 


The thorns on blackbsrries, raspber- 


ries nnd rm bushel give the greatest 
bother to horticulturists in the couli, 
aid there is a determined effort to gf-t 
rid of then. The thorns give endit >s 
trouble to the pickers and their remov- 
al might sava many a pnuctnre to deli- 
cate bauds. Tnereis an improved var:e- 
ty cf raspberry placed on the market to- 
day which is entirely thoriiless, bnt tie 
trouble is that quality and quantity of 
fruit have been sacrificed to thts gain 
made in destroying the thorns. 


There if Ij'.tle doubt that 
perfect 


thornless blackberries and raspberries 
will soon be obtained, for tbere is a 
widespread moveiaont among pardenpi-i 
and seedsmen to accomplish this. 
TIja 


man who i.« fortunate enough to prodnt" 
a variety that gives perirct fruit wit '-- 
out the tbo::j= will reoeive a pretty stiff 
price for his plants. 


Seeds are ul~o unnecessary plant prod- 


nets in these advanced days of horticul- 
ture, whtn ganleiifrs propagata half 
their stock by cuttings, prafts ,iud slips 
Kature ne<d uo longer (rouble herself 
about the f> srcf losirg any of her types 
The modern horticulturist is suio to 
preserve every oiieof any value without 
gulbtnus a seed. 


Tiio California navel orange repre- 


sents the be-i typo of frnit prown with- 
out Feeds. Nature; prodnrtd this orange 
as n freak at first, and man has taken 
advantage of it to propagate fruit of a 
high order. 
Half tho oranges of Ca.i- 


fornia nro grafted \\ith the navel, and 
it is tho roost important fruit of thj 
Pacific coast. 
Natuio trifd to produce 


twm-i in the navel oranpe, aud one sur- 
vived ou!y as a protubtraure in the 
blossom end, while tho other expanded 
into a well shaped fruit without ee?d=. 
Tlnse oranges are occasionally found 
with small seeds; bnt, as a rule, they 
are perfectly seedless. 


Several van ties of seedless apples and 


pears have already been produced, but 
tbe quality of the frnit is generally poor 
and nearly worthless. 
They are called 


"bloomless" pears aud apples and nre 
•exhibited more as cariosities than as the 
triumphs o£ pomological art. Neverthe- 
less, they are the beginning of a new era 
of npple prcwiug, nod they represent the 
primary stock of seedless fruits which 
may produce in time the finest flavored 
apples aud pears. 


Tbo grape industry would bo benefit- 


ed more than any other by the produc- 
tion of new varieties without seeds, and 
toward this end scores of fruit growers 
are wcikinf, especially in Cahf'irnia. 
The idea is to produce not only table 
grapes, but grapes that will make, tine 
rai=nis, 
St'idles-s riusius would prove 


such a boon to tne whole civilized world 
that any OI|KT variety would ba quickly 
run out of the ui.irl;et. 


There is u seedless grape of Corinth, 


which commonly pa^rs as a currant, 
nnd the Sultana raisin^of southeastern 
Europe are. also seedless. 
But theEo 


f mi is are !-o small that they can never 
answer tim purpose, 
What the trade 


wants is a lars-'e, seedless grape, \*>irli 
perfect color and flavor, and to pet th.:t 
it is neciss.iry to osporimeut for years.

Bnt the year before he be- 
came legally insane he had it replaced 
with tbe black eagle, for he could not 
bear to see his countenance soiled and 
m-jl'iiated by the po.c:offiee employees. , 
A few years t^co nn enterprising Berliu I 
manufacturer had lead pencils made, 
upon winch was stamped a bus relief 
head c.f William II. The minister of ed- 
DCiUion at onc»f ordered school teachers 
nol to allow their pupils to use these 
particular pencils "since the children 
might disfigwve. tho faca of their sov- 
ereign by bump the pencils with thoir 
teeth."—New York Tribune.

Probably every one who has walk- 


ed through tho line residence sec- 
tion after 10 p. in. has seen these 
watchmen. They walk along lei&ure- 
ly, as though going nowhere in par- 
ticular. If you take notice of one of 
them long enough, you will see him 
stop at a certain house, try the 
doors, see that the windows are 
closed, and then pass on to another 
house, where he will repeat the op- 
eration. This he keeps up nil night 
— that is, from about 10 p. in. until 
daylight — and a burglar must oper- 
ate pretty quickly if ho expects to 
get away with anything from a 
house that this man is watching. 


His first round is made late in the 


evening, aftor most families have 
gone to bod, yet before any of the 
jimmy and dark lantern fraternity 
is up and doing. He makes a care- 
ful inspection of every house under 
his care and sues that everything is 
all secure for the night. Frequently 
on this trip he finds a window open 
or a grating unfastened or a back 
gate unlocked, probably a piece of 
negligence on. tho part of some serv- 
ant or member of the family. In 
these cases he fastens the open win- 
dow or grttti -ig. and his work for 
the night has really begun. 


Each watchman tries to have be- 


tween 30 and 40 houses oc his beat. 
which does not include over three 
or four blocks. In this way it is nev- 
er more than half an hour from the 
time that he leaves a particular 
house until he is back to it again. 
He knows just how every house 
ought to look, even to many minor 
details that the average passerby 
would not notice, and if there are 
any signs of anything wrong, he 
soon finds out the cause. 


Tbtse watchmen have no power 


cf arrest aside from that which ev- 
ery citizen has of holding a thief or 
other wrongdoer and turning him 
over to an officer. They all carry 
night sticks and revolvers, however, 
and could probably give a burglar a 
good tussle until a policeman could 
respond to a whistle or rapping on 
the bidowalk for assistance. The av- 
erage price paid to these guardians 
of private residents is §1.50 to $_ a 
month, but it may go as high as oo, 
depending largely upon the gener- 
osity of the house owner. But tho 
watchman with 35 houses on his list 
makes a good living and is content 
ed with his lot. It is not an agree- 
able job going the rounds on a 
stormy winter night, but these men 
prepare themselves for it and have 
grown accustomed to it through 
long service. Most of them have 
been in the business all their lives, 
and some have taken up their night- 
ly round where their fathers left it. 
— New York Tribune. 


IntercoIU-ciate Debuting. 


That tho value of intercollegiate 


debating can be seriously doub\ jd 
is difficult to understand. Tliemei .ts 
of the debate itself — the give und 
take, the sharpening of wits, the de- 
mand for cool heads and keen minds 
— have long been appreciated. 
In- 


tercollegiate debate, since it calls 
for these qualities in simply a great- 
er degree, is only the more admira- 
ble. At no other time in his col- 
lege course does a man have the op- 
portunity to work up a question so 
thoroughly and consistently. Not 
only must a great mass of facts and 
material be collected by the debater, 
but ho must react on them in an 
original way. Tho power cf selec- 
tion and judgment is constantly 
called into service. How much to 
take and what to leave is an ever 
perplexing problem. 


Of sail greater value is the sense 


of responsibility engendered. On 
the ucbatei-b rebts the making of the 
case, and to thorn the college looks. 
Ihe practice in speaking, too, is ex- 
cellent. As a rule the ideas of tho 
college st-<ident arc not set much 
store by, but on this ono occasion, 
before an intelligent audience and 
before a distinguished body of 
judges, he ih expected to givo, and 
ho will bo listened to while he docs 
give, hit. moM. maruwd ideas. %Tln* 
in addition to Ihc practice <>!' th-i 
trial debates, where a man speaks- 
daily on a question which has Ins 
whole heart and woul, gives the stu- 
dent a gra*.p, a power, a capacity, 
which ho does not acquire other- 
wise.— Professor R. 0. Ringwalt in 
Forum.
